DIPHTHERIA 
Twenty-five 
years 
ago, 
Diph­ 
theria was considered a fairly com­ 
mon 
disease 
during 
the 
colder 
months til the year. It was a dread­ 
ed disease for which treatment was 
wholly inadequate. 
Many victims 
died from Diphtheria, even though 
anti-loxin was given. Medical sci- i 
ence has certainly progressed dur­ 
ing this period, but the treatment 
now as it was then, is to use ade- j 
quate quantities of Diphtheria anti­ 
toxin. The better method of treat-! 
merit is to prevent the condition i 
from developing; as is true in any! 
walk of life. 
There is an axiom j 
that states “An ounce of prevention j 
is worth a pound of cure,” and this* 
certainly applies to Diphtheria. 
Diphtheria affects mainly chil­ 
dren from one to ten years of age. I 
It is most serious in the younger! 
children, and the death 
rate is f 
highest among children from two to 
four. 
As 
adulthood 
approaches, 
most of us develop a natural im ­ 
munity to Diphtheria. The disease 
spreads by direct contact or by hav - 1 
ing an infected individual cough in ■ 
one’s face. 
The medical profession began ani 
intensive campaign for Diphtheria 
prevention about 
ten years ago, 
and the incidence of any death rate* 
from Diphtheria has tumbled to ai 
surprisingly 
low 
point. 
At 
the 
present time in urban communities. 
Diphtheria is no longer a common! 
disease, but this is true only be-1 
cause practically all children have] 
been correctly immunized for th is1 
disease. 
Prevention 
is indeed a simple 
matter, and should l>e done by the] 
tim e the child is twelve to eighteen! 
m o n t h s old. All children under ten 
years should be immunized, children 
over ten and adults should be test- • 
od in order to determine their de-j 
gree of immunity. 
If the test shows a lack of im-, 
lr unity, they, too, should be ini-j 
munized against Diphtheria. 
Quite recently, the state depart-; 
meut of public health has recom-, 
mended that 
three 
injections of, 
Diphtheria toxin-antitoxin be given 
at weekly intervals or, an alterna­ 
tive method o f two injections of 
Diphtheria toxoid. 
Six to eight 
weeks later a Shick test should be 
performed, in order to be certain 
that the individual is immune to 
Diphtheria.

Eyes Aided by Brain 
Man docs not see by eyes alone. 
If it were net for the center of 
vision at the back of the brain, our 
eyes would be of no use to us. says 
an authority in L iterary Digest. 
The brain has a complex job. Fol­ 
lowing im m utable laws of optics, 
the eyes throw an inverted image 
on the retina.

The Name “Scioto"
